He admitted that during 
his term he had absented himself 
from Was,hington,as did all his prede- 
cessors, but that he had continued to 
discharge all the duties of the Exec- 
utive. The message was a memoran- 
dum of the absence of Presidents of 
the United States from the National 
Capitol during each of the adminis- 
trations and of the public and Execu- 
tive acts performed during the time of 
such absences. Washington was ab- 
sent 181 days and did some of the 
most important official business in 
our history at a dista-ace from the 
Capitol. John Adauia was absent 
385 days; Jefferson, TOG days; Van 
Buren, 131; Tyler, 1G3; Polk, -37; 
Taylor, 31; Fillmoro, 60; Pierce, 57; 
Buchanan, 57. No mention is made 
of the absences of President Lincoln 
or Johnson. The dispatch says the 
message was received and read with 
eool disdain on the Democratic side 
and with evident enjoyment on the 
Republican side.

THE FRYER PROCKH8. 


The Inauguration of tbe Fryer Fractal of Btdnc- 


Ing Ona—It ia a CompleU Success. 


A Grass Valley telegram gives the 


following complete particulars of the 
opening and working of tho much 
talked of Fryer process at that place 
on Thursday: 


The Fryer reduction works were 


opened to tbe public this forenoon 
When the machinery was set in mo- 
tion a large number of persons were 
present—miners, capitalists, editors 
and correspondents from every part 
of the State and from distant States 
and Territories. The whole appara- 
tus is entirely different from any- 
thing in use before, and consists of a 
furnace designed to roast- at high 
temperature refractory ores, in order 
to reduce the noble metals to a pure 
state before amalgamation. The sec- 
ond operation is treating roasted ores 
in a revolving apparatus of octagon 
shape, provided with sixteen cylin- 
ders five feet long and twenty inches 
in diameter, equal in capacity to a 
5ve-stamp battery. Quicksilver, hot 
water and some cheap chemicals, yet 
unnamed, are placed in the cyliu 
lers with tho roasted ores. The 
lieads of the cylinders were tightly 
closed and the pulverizing apparatus 
let in motion at the rate of ten revo- 
lutions to the minute. A cylindrical 
weight of 250 pounds to each cylin- 
der falls twice upon the ore in every 
•evolution, pulverizing it to impalpa- 
ble powder, while at the same time 
amalgamation is going on. 
After 


six hours of this treatment the 
ivlinders are opened and the pulp 
ejected 
through a pipe into the 


separator, where it is met by a 
powerful stream of water at tho bet- 
am of tho separating vat, which 
ceeps the pulp in active motion. The 
amalgam falls into a receptacle at 
:he bottom of the separator and the 
slums float off at the top. 
These 


?ass through a rotary square box 
provided with copper plates to catch 
;he smallest particles of amalgam, if 
sue]) could possibly escape. 
The 


amalgam is immediately drawn on* 
and retorted, uud in twelve hours 
[rom the time the quartz is first put 
n the furnace the result in bullion 
s obtained, averaging from ninety 
;o ninety-five per tent, of its assayed 
value, and all effected at a very small 
cost. 
With free ores the furnace is 


omitted, as the pulverizer is sufficient 
without it. 
As the machinery start- 


ed the octagon pulverizer moved off 
as quickly as though it had been in 
use for years. 
Mr. Fryer, the iu- 


veutor, and Mr. Hall, President of 
he Fryer Noble Metal Mining Com- 
>any, were both warmly congratn- 
ated at their success.
